On 
the yellowed pages of th a t ancient 
book are set down the bare bones 
of an unbeatable sort of w ar th a t 
struck the English as being new 
and startlin g , but th a t in reality 
a a s old as th e hills, and will a l­ 
ways be as good and as unbeatable 
as it ever was. 
Rogers w rote th e rules for the 
R angers—28 of them . 
To name a few, they were to 
be constantly and fully equipped 
with rifle, ammunition and food, 
and ready to march at a minute's 
warning. 
They were to march in single 
flies with flankers, so that in 
case of attack the fewest pos­ 
sible number would be hit.

W hen attacked, all R angers were 
to lie down, to keep behind trees 
and rocks, or in holes in th e ground, 
and to retu rn the enem y's fire in 
sections, so th a t the whole d etac h ­ 
m ent would never be defenseless a t 
any given m om ent. 
If hopelessly surrounded, the 
detachm ent was to scatter and 
reassemble later at a predeter­ 
mined point. 
S entries were so stationed th a t 
n ight-changing was unnecessary-— 
“profound secrecy and silence being 
of th e greatest im portance." 
T he whole detachm ent was to be 
aw ake and ready a t daw n, "th a t 
being th e tim e w hen savages choose 
to fail upon their enem ies." 
In case of encountering superior 
forces, R angers were to w ait for 
evening before attacking, “so the 
enem y will not know your num bers, 
an d if you are repulsed, your re ­ 
tre a t will be favored by darkness." 
SCOUT FOR ENEMY 
They were told to scout around 
an encam pm ent before leaving 
it, to make sure no enemy had 
approached during the night.

Tliis is indeed a fateful moment 
for us and our allies Not only is 
the wheel of fortune whirring in 
the Orient, but over in the milling 
Russian theater H itler la throwing 
into the decisive battle of the Cau­ 
casus every* ounce of striking power 
he possesses in an effort to make 
a kill. The position of the Red 
armies is one of dire peril, though 
it isn’t by any means hopeless. 
Keep Reds Intact 
In perhaps eight weeks or so that 
wheel of fortune will stop spinning 
and the little ball will drop to tell 
us what our luck may be. Our great 
concern, of course, is Hitler. 
He 
m ust be stopped before snow falls. 
If we can keep him away from 
fresh resources, and preserve the 
Red fighting m achine from destruc­ 
tion, then we shall have our grasp 
on sure victory, for we can handle 
the Japs once we have stopped H it­ 
ler. 
Still, the Japanese and the G er­ 
m ans can’t be considered as sepa­ 
rate units at this Juncture. The bat­ 
tle of the Caucasus and the battle 
of the Solomons are interlocking in 
their effect. 
Need More Tacts 
We haven’t yet enough facts about 
the engagement in the Pacific to 
say that it will have decisive effects 
We don’t know the size of the forces 
engaged, and th a t is essential to 
our calculations. 
However, from the meager infor 
rn a lion at hand it would appear that 
the Nipponese are gambling with a 
large section of their grand fleet. 
It also would seem th at we have 
inflicted considerable losses on the 
enemy, but there s no word of what 
our own losses—if any—have been. 
If the Japs are risking a great 
naval fleet, besides air power, then 
we have in the conflict all the ele­ 
ments for a decision which may be 
a sure guide to the outcome of the 
war with Japan. W’e appear to have 
the advantage of being able to meet 
the Japanese warships with land- 
based bombers, and th at in itself 
might spell disaster for the Mikado’s 
forces. 
Pacific Supremacy? 
If we can inflict on tile Japanese 
now a further heavy naval loss, 
without ourselves suffering severely, 
hen we probably shall have settled 
the supremacy of the Pacific in our 
favor. T hat w ont be one but a 
whole handful of nails in the Jap 
coffin. 
Why should the Nipponese make 
•,uch an attack? Well, in the first 
place the Jap is a persistent devil 
and one of his characteristics is that portation restrictions.

Harrisburg, Aug. 26 (AP)—Plans 
to use conscientious objectors in a 
labor shortage at state institutions 
bogged down today because of in­ 
ability to get enough men. 
“I understand there are only about 
4.000 
objectors 
in 
work 
camps 
throughout the country—which isn’t 
very many,” declared Secretary E. 
A rthur Sweeny of the welfare de­ 
partm ent. 
“We have ten working a t the 
Philadelphia state hospital and are 
getting five more there but appar­ 
ently we aren’t going to get any fur­ 
ther with the program.” 
Request Rejected 
He said the Harrisburg state hos­ 
pital had requested objectors “but 
was turned down because m ilitary 
authorities wanted to treat all states 
equitably in the m atter.” Hollidays­ 
burg state hospital also has asked 
for help. 
Sweeny said he planned to confer 
in W ashington with General Lewis 
B. Hershey, head of the selective 
service system, to see w hat could be 
done about obtaining more objectors, 
especially from camps in the state. 
“There is no reason for shifting 
these men all over the country,” he 
declared. 
“We could use all they 
have in Pennsylvania and I ’m going 
to talk with General Hershey about 
it.” 
Got Outside Help 
Sweeny said Dr. Charles Zeller, 
superintendent at the Philadelphia 
hospital, reported use of objectors 
“working 
out 
satisfactorily," 
and 
commented: “I see no reason why 
it shouldn’t work elsewhere.” 
Dr. 
Zeller obtained his help from Ohio 
and M aryland camps. 
“We are shy 1,162 employes in 
state institutions, 12 and one-half 
per cent of the total personnel,” said 
Sweeny. 
“The big percentage of 
vacancies is in attendants who look 
after the 
m entally ill. 
I don’t 
think the conscientious objectors 
would be in the professional classes 
but they ought to fill in as farm ers, 
attendants and the like pretty well.”
